the bleacherites he knows also opted for re- 
funds, figuring the early season games are 
played in miserable weather anyway 

“If it was in the middle of summer, I’d really 
be [ticked],” he said. “There are more night 
games affected than day games, and we’re not 
big fans of night games —it’s a different crowd.” 

After getting her $440 refund for 15 games, 
Eisenberg, a right-field regular, will miss her 
first Cubs opener in so long she can’t remem- 
ber the last time it happened. 

“This totally [ticks] me off, and I’m not 
drinking the Kool-Aid that this is the year,” 
she said. “If you have to fix the ballpark, why 
are you starting in the bleachers? The bleach- 
ers were redone 10 years ago, and now they’re 
re-doing them again?” 

Season-ticket holder Rich Skinner also 
opted for the refund, and wished the Cubs 
had done more to appease the refugees. 

“Some benefits or some type of incentives 
would’ve been great,” he said. “We have not 
seen that yet. ... Now there are all these ru- 
mors floating around that they won’t be open 
until even later, and they haven’t really com- 
municated that information back to us. At 
this point, I don’t know if I’ll be watching any 
games in the bleachers this year.” 


Will the influx of patio dwellers change the 
bleacher atmosphere for good? 

Shockley agrees the “patio-ites” are over- 
whelming the bleacherites and spend much of 
the game “looking at Waveland or Kenmore, 
the opposite direction of what’s going on.” 
But he said he’s “realistic” about the changes 
and everyone will get used to the changes. 

‘At first, everyone was freaking out and 
screaming bloody murder— ‘This is outra- 
geous, it should be like it was in the ’60s,’ ” 
Shockley said. “I’m like ‘No, we [stunk] most 
of the ’60s.’ Alot of people don’t want to move 
on and upgrade [Wrigley]. But hey you need 
revenue to make investments [in the team], 
and you need more seats for new revenue. 

‘As far as I’m concerned, they have good 
baseball management now and we just have 
to change with the times. It’s like a mom- 
and-pop store going national. It’s up to you 
whether to still buy the product or just stay 
home and pout.” 


Later during the 1985 season, the team 
added a no-alcohol “family section” 
near the left foul pole. 

On Opening Day in 1988, the Cubs 
banned beer vendors from roaming the 
“cheap” seats. 

Last rites for the bleachers were held 
again in 2006 after a $13.5 million reno- 
vation project added 1,790 seats, and 
again in 2012 when the Cubs added an 
exclusive patio section and LED board 
in far right field. 


Things change, but woeful Cubs fans 
don’t. Here’s a look at the many “end of 
the bleachers” moments at Wrigley Field 
in the past. 

In the 1980s, fans upset about the 
idea of Tribune Co. adding lights wore 
bright yellow “No Lights in Wrigley!” 
T-shirts with a depiction of the Wrigley 
marquee. 

In 1985, the Cubs announced they’d sell 
the $3.50 tickets in advance for the first 
time.

With opening day on the horizon and the 
Wrigley Field bleachers resembling an erec- 
tor set, some denizens of the most famous fan 
section in sports are wondering if life would 
ever be the same. 

The bleacher season-ticket holders are 
temporarily without a home, and some blame 
the Cubs for catering to a younger crowd that 
drinks more and pays more attention to their 
smartphones than the game itself. 

“It’s all about the party” veteran bleacher- 
ite Linda Eisenberg said. 

The Wrigley bleachers have been gutted 
this offseason to add lucrative patio sections, 
two jumbo-sized video boards and signage 
as part of the Ricketts family’s $575 million 
renovation plan known as the “1060 Project.” 

Team management misjudged the effects 
of a harsh Chicago winter on the construction 
timeline, ensuring the bleachers would not be 
ready for the start of the season, which begins 
April 5 against the Cardinals. 

The Cubs insist the left field bleachers will 
be ready by May 11, with the right field bleach- 
ers slated to open sometime in June. Bleacher 
season-ticket holders were offered refunds or 
down payments on next year’s tickets, or relo- 



cation to seats in the “bowl” area, which some 
found lacking. 

“The seats that were available weren’t that 
good— either upper deck or back of terrace,” 
bleacher season-ticket holder Donna Wake- 
field said. “Not good.” 

So what to do? 

Wakefield, who is part of a group that calls 
themselves “Bleacher Refugees” and have had 
buttons and T-shirts made with the moni- 
ker, took the money Tim Shockley another 
bleacher-season ticket holder, said most of

Record number 
of ballots on 1st 
day of runoff 
early voting

Despite Monday’s snow flurries in Chi- 
cago, thousands of voters took time to 
cast ballots on the first day of early vot- 
ing for the April 7 runoff election. 

As of 5:15 p.m. Monday 7,915 ballots 
were cast, according to an unofficial to- 
tal provided by the Chicago Board of 
Election Commissioners. That beats the 
previous record for ballots cast on the 
first day of early voting in a Chicago mu- 
nicipal election, which was 6,133 ballots 
ahead of the 2011 city election, according 
to the city’s election data. 

“We’re very pleased. It’s a good indi- 
cator of how early voting is going to go 
for rest of the way,” spokesman Jim Al- 
len said, adding that a good start doesn’t 
mean the runoff election will have a 
higher voter turnout. 

The runoff election pits Mayor Eman- 
uel against Cook County Commissioner 
Jesus “Chuy” Garcia. There are 18 wards 
with aldermanic races. 

Early voting continues through April 4.

Treasurer’s collectibles auction raises $92,653

The Illinois treasurer’s office took in almost 
$92,653 in an auction of lost items last week, 
53 percent more than the expected amount of 
$60,425. 

The online auction drew 545 new bidders 
compared with previous sales, according to 
Greg Rivara, spokesman for the treasurer’s 
office. 

The top item out of the 16,200 commemo- 
rative coins, jewelry, baseball cards and comic 
books auctioned March 16-20 was an 1894 
Morgan silver dollar, which sold for $4,550. 

Other high-rolling lots included one with 
a $50 liberty eagle i-ounce gold piece, which 
sold for $2,775, and one with a Rookwood 
Pottery vase that went for $1,075. 

Alot with a Chicago Cubs 1965 Ernie Banks 
baseball card and a Chicago White Sox Frank 
Thomas signed rookie card sold for $685. 

Historically some of the items that have

brought the highest bids were 383 Roosevelt 
dimes that went for $10,520 in 2012 and five 
1947 Mexican pesos that went for $10,050 in 
2013. 

The items are appraised by an outside ven- 


dor and grouped together to increase inter- 
est, according to the treasurer’s office. The 
money raised at auction is set aside in case 
someone wants to collect it, Rivara said, and 
the interest is used to pay bills for the state. 

All of the items that were auctioned had 
been untouched for at least 10 years — five 
years in a bank’s dormant account and five 
years at the treasurer’s office, according to 
Treasurer Michael Frerichs. 

The office continues to encourage Illinois 
residents to lookup lost items by clicking on the 
I-Cash button at illinoistreasurer.gov, Rivara 
said. The office holds more than $2.1 billion 
in unclaimed cash and property which in- 
cludes unclaimed safe deposit box items, lost 
payroll checks and lost bank accounts. 

“Items are added each year,” Rivara said. 
“We are encouraging individuals to make 
sure to check one to two times a year at mini- 
mum.”

CHICAGO IS A NATURAL HOME FOR THIS 
24-YEAR-OLD TRAVELING TAXIDERMY INSTRUCTOR

I he memory is a little frizzy but Mickey Alice Kwapis does recall one uncon- 
ventional childhood pastime that may have hinted at her future profession. 
“{My grandfather] had a taxidermied bear in his basement, in his 'man lounge,’ 
and I remember I would always take the tongue out of the bear and I would play 
with it,” Kwapis said. “I would have like a Barbie and this taxidermied tongue.”

Nearly two decades later, Kwapis, now 
24, once again spends her time handling 
stuffed animal parts, only today she does it 
as a licensed taxidermist and internationally 
sought-after taxidermy instructor. A frustrat- 
ed pre-law major at the University of Michi- 
gan only three years ago, the new Humboldt 
Park resident’s whirlwind success relocated 
her in January from Cleveland to Chicago, 
where she and a fellow artistic science enthu- 
siast are in the process of opening their own 
lab and teaching studio in the coming months. 

Taxidermy had never crossed Kwapis’ mind 
as an occupational option, even when she 
picked up the hobby after a friend enlisted her 
help with a mammalogy class project in college. 

“I got to her house and she had a dead squir- 
rel on her kitchen table with a bottle of wine,” 
Kwapis said. Having grown up surrounded by 
animals her mom raised on a farm near their 
southeastern Michigan home, Kwapis devel- 
oped a love of nature at a young age— as well 
as a level of comfort with death and other nat- 
ural unpleasantries. That night, Kwapis and 
her classmate created a “study skin,” the kind 
of basic stuffed specimen museums rely on, 
and soon Kwapis was picking up frozen feeder 
mice at pet stores to practice on, and incor- 
porating animal bones into jewelry she sold at 
craft shows. It wasn’t until an 11-year-old ap- 
proached her booth at one Detroit street fair 
that everything changed. 

“This little girl came up and goes, Are those 
real bones?’ and I was prepared to be like, ‘It’s 
OK, little girl ...’ and she was like, ‘That’s so 
cool!’ ” Kwapis said. ‘And she was like, ‘Do 
you know how to do taxidermy?’ and I was 
like ‘... yeah, actually I do.’ And then she goes, 
‘Would you teach me?’ ” 

Word of Kwapis’ private lessons got out 
and invitations for her to teach in sold-out 
classrooms in Cleve- 
land, London, Atlanta, 

Toronto and Brisbane, 

Australia, starting pour- 
ing in. In the years that 
followed, Kwapis stud- 
ied under California 
taxidermist and popular 
Internet meme subject 
Chuck Testa, and has 
mounted everything 
from rats and guinea 
pigs to deer and kanga- 
roos. 

“It’s just really neat to 
me to take something 
that’s obviously a lifeless 
lump of furry meat and 
make something that 
looks alive again, and to 
inspire other people to 
be interested in that,” Kwapis said. 

Kwapis says her classes have drawn hip- 
sters, doctors, stay-at-home moms and Girl 
Scout troops. Though taxidermy has histori- 


KNOW YOUR STUFF 


Federal and state laws differ regarding 
what animals can be taxidermied or sold. 
For instance, the sale of any dog or cat fur 
or skin products is federally prohibited, 
and using roadkill generally is illegal with- 
out a special salvaging permit. As these 
laws are in place to protect the animals, 
Kwapis urges anyone interested in trying 
taxidermy to check with their local fish and 
wildlife service branch first, and only work 
with instructors who are licensed. g.p.

cally been a male-dominated industry Kwapis 
says women typically are the majority in her 
classrooms. Despite that shift, Kwapis still 
says her age, gender and appearance often are 
unexpected, especially when she’s teaching 
abroad. 

“I’m usually wearing a dress and I almost 
always have full makeup and red lipstick,” she 
said. “It’s fun to have 
that juxtaposition be- 
cause people show up 
and they imagine some 
middle-aged man and 
it’s me. It’s always nice 
to surprise people.” 

She brings her own 
style to her teaching, 
too. Practicing what 
she’s coined “sustain- 
able taxidermy,” Kwapis 
encourages students to 
let nothing go to waste 
and never to mount 
animals that were killed 
specifically for the art. 
Her methods use preg- 
nancy-safe and child- 
safe materials, and she’s 
an advocate of giving 
back to the community she’s taking from— 
while living in Cleveland she was certified to 
rehab baby animals, and last week she started 
a volunteer position with The Peggy Note- 


baert Nature Museum in Lincoln Park. 

For AmyMartiny 28, ofPilsen, Kwapis’ well- 
rounded approach was the biggest draw when 
she first took a class Kwapis was teaching last 
spring. 

“Generally it’s an interesting topic and she’s 
very willing to go more in-depth than just 
‘Well, here’s how you do it,’ and that’s it. It’s 
more like, this is each step and this is why it’s 
important, and more about the history of taxi- 
dermy and why it’s relevant,” said Martiny who 
works with cadavers being prepped for medi- 
cal institutions at the Anatomical Gift Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. “She’s very engaged with it.” 

Kwapis intends to make this methodol- 
ogy central in the classes she and Martiny 
plan to offer when they open their Niche 
Lab this fall. The women are looking to rent 
a space for hosting taxidermy and anatomy 
workshops, jewelry-making classes and other 
events that combine art and science— and in- 
troduce students to projects or activities they 
may have been unfamiliar with or squeamish 
about in the past. “More often than not peo- 
ple really want to know more and they’re like, 
‘Oh, that’s really interesting’ ” Martiny said. 
“They’re a little bit grossed out, but actually 
really interested.” 

Kwapis says they even plan to lead vegan 
taxidermy courses, where students embalm 
leaves and flowers. She and Martiny are hop- 
ing for a soft opening this summer. 

“I absolutely encourage people to follow 


their passion or just try something new, be- 
cause it could end up being life-changing,” 
Kwapis said. “Three years ago, I never thought 
that I would go from drinking wine and skin- 
ning a squirrel to living here and traveling all 
over the world, but this is where I’m at and 
you never know what’s around the corner.” 

So far, Kwapis says, Chicago living is work- 
ing out even better than expected. In addition 
to finally being in the same city as business 
partner Martiny, she’s also found a boyfriend 
who’s willing to share her quirky passion. 
For their first Valentine’s Day together last 
month, he bought a pet rat as a gift for Kwa- 
pis, cooked her a fancy dinner and the couple 
taxidermied a squirrel together in her apart- 
ment— where the freezer is stocked with 
Toaster Strudel and frozen rabbits, and Kwa- 
pis’ grandfather’s worn stuffed bear, tongue 
and all, hangs on the wall.
